THINKS THE GAME TOO ROUGH. 


President Kellogg Stops His Stuaents 
from Playing Football. 
Berkeley, Cal., Sepiember 1.—There will 
be no more “rushes” at the University of 
California, if President Kelloge’s latest 

mandate is exercised. 

Half dazed, his jaw broken, his fa¢ce a 
bleeding mass, Benjamin Kurtz, a newly- 
elected freshman, was found wandering 
about the campus after the rush between 
the two lower classes. In the struggle some 
one put his heel on Kurtz’s face, and as a 
result he is disfigured for life, and may 
have sustained injury of the brain. An ex- 
amination showed that a piece of flesh 
had been torn from one nostril. The upper 
lip hung only by a sSnred -and the ragged 
nature of the scar made the injury ail the 
more serious. The front teeth were gone. 
Four teeth had been knoeked out of the 
lower jaw bone, in whicn they had been 
imbedded, and part of the bone was 
broken out with them. Both the upper and 
lower jaws were smashed, and the flesh of 
all the face crushed and bleeding. There 
were two other serious casualiies, 

Frank Mariin, fresbman, had his right 
leg broken just above the ankie. Anotner 
freshman named Conlon came out of the 
combat with a-broken leg also. 


SCHOOLS GUARDED BY POLICE.

Arrest of a Dangerous Character at 
Wilmington, Dei. 
Wilmington, Del., September 1.—A man 
giving the name of John E. Ford and

PRES. ANDREWS IS 
ASKED 10 REMAIN 


Trostees of the Brown University Beg 
Him To Reconsider. 


REGRET THEIR HASTY ACTION 


Insist That the Committee Was En- 
tirely Too Forward. 


NO REPLY YET MADE BY ANDREWS 


It Is Possible That He May Insist 
Upon His Resignation—Was Ten- 
dered Some Time Ago. 


Providence, R. I., September 1.—The cor- 
peration of Brown university voted today 
after a long meeting to request President 
Andrews to withdraw his resignation as 
president of the institution. 

The request was embodied in a resolution 
containing the following: 

“To the President of Brown Univer- 
sity—Thne corporation of Brown university 
has this day received with the greatest re- 
Gret your resignation as president. 1t most 
earhestiy desires that you with withdraw 
it. It conceives that it was writteu without 
tull Knwwiedge of the position of the cor- 
poration. With the earnest hope that a 
statement to you bearing the formal sanc- 
lion and approval of the governing body 
of the university as a whole may bring us 
again into heary accord, the Corporation 
desires tO assure you thuct it in no’ way 
sOught the severance of our Official rela- 
tions, Which so far as is Known have been 
most cordial from the time of your accept- 
ance of the presidency. ‘The only vote and 
only expression hitherto made by the cor- 
poration bearing upon the question at issue 
was at the last June meeting and consid« red 
of the appointment of a commilltee tv conh- 
fer with you to the interests of the univer- 
sity. Whe extent of authority thus given 
its committee was that of conterence whieh 
it fully believes .you would unhesitatingly 
admit was a legitimate and friendly exer- 
cise of its priviseves relating in tne terms 
of the vote to the interests of the univers- 
ity, whieh you and the corporation have 
closely at heart.

The resolution closes by asking the with- 
drawa! of Professor Andrews’'s resignation. 
In addition to a letter from Secretary 
Olney, the now famous protest of twenty- 
five of the faculty of Brown and a num- 
ber of petitions, including one from col- 
lege professors and public men asking for 
the retention of President Andrews, were 
also presented amd considered. — ,

CAME BACK AT THE GOVERNOR. 


North Carolina Railroad Commission- 
ers Answer Charges. 

Raleigh, N. C., September 1.—(Special.)— 
The hearing was held this afternoon in the 
matter of the answers of Railway Commis- 
sioners James W. Wilson and Otho Wilson, 
of Governor Russell's charges against them, 
which he says were based upon informa- 
tion. These charges are that J. W. Wilson, 
jointly with Vice President Andrews, of the 
Southern railway, owns the hotel at Round 
Knob, whieh is a railway eating house, 
and that Otho. Wilson leases and operates 
it. Both the Wilsons tcday filed absolute 
demals. These were read to Governor Rus- 
sell. 

John D. Shaw, counsel for the Seabvard 
Air-Line, represented J. W. Wilson and ar- 
gued that section 1 of the act creatiug the 
commission, under which section the gov- 
ernor had acted in citing the commissioners 
to show why they should not be suspended, 
was unconstitutional because a leter act 
made the commission a court. He also said 
the commissioners had a property right in 
their offices. He said the commission had 
been charged with corruption and could not 
be removed save as judges may be re- 
mcved—that is, by impeachment. 

Governor Russell took the answers and 
said he would consider them and arguments 
of the counsel. 

It is the expressed balicef of many persons 
that he had made up his mind to remove. 
Toaay’s proecedings put him in an extreme- 
ly awkward position. 


DEATH CF NICHOLAS PAULSEN. 


A Prominent Citizen of Savannah Dies 
at Hendersonville, N. C. 
Savanrah, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Nicholas Paulsen, of this city, died 
suddenly today at his summer home at 
Hendersonville, N. C., aged ‘fifty-three 
years. Mr. Paulsen was one of Savannah's 

most prominent citizens. 

He came here from Germany just after 
the war and has since amassed a fortune 
of about $200,000. He has been a ship chan- 
dler and a prominent owner of stocks in 
many Savannah concerns. The flags on

Causes Lynching, 


WOMEN MUST BE PROTECTED 


Brutes in Human Form Should Be 
Hunted Down and Killed.

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BLACK ARMS OUGHT 10 DEFEND HONOR

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Poorest White Womsaagiin the Most Re- 
mote Section Shou d Feel Safe 
with Negroes. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 1.—(Special.) 
There was quite an exciting session of the 
National Race Council, Whieh is com- 
posed of negroes, today. W. H. Council, of 
Alabama, ways elected temporary chairman 
and in his address he said: 

“The frequency of violence to women is 
alarming. We cannot now stow to argue 
the nice points as to the cause of ‘he 
coming of these incarnate fiends into a 
waee which hitherto had absolute immunity 
from them, nor have we time to plead that 
they are not the trusted servants of our 
southern homes; nor can We stop to appeal 
from Judge Lynch to the majesty of the 
civil law; but we must stamp out the 
crime. Sufficient for us to Know that 
these crimes are committed by negroes to 
make us hang our heads in shame and go 
in- sackcloth and ashes, Let us restore 
that sense of security which white women 
felt fifty years ago in the presence of our 
fathers, under any circumstances, amid 
the most forbidding environments. We 
must make tha humbles? white woman in 
the remotest and wildest part of our coun- 
try feel as safe in the presence of a 
negro as angelic Eva did alone with her 
Uncle Tom. Let us make the white women 
of this land and of all lands feel that our 
black arms are ever ready, backed by 
hearts as pure as trutiy, as guiltless as 
babes, to defend their honor: that we are 
Willing to throw our black bodies between 
them and their assailants and shed our 
blood to tha last drop in protecting them 
mand huurting down and executing tnese 
brutes tn human form.” 

This language aroused the iro of many 
delegates and after a long wrangle a reso- 
lution was adopted declaring that the 
accusations were injurious and requesting 
the chairman to qualify hia remarks. 

Hea refused to mnrke.any qualifications, 
saving he had spoken the sentiments of 
his heart and if more intellectuality was 
poured into tha judgment of his hearers 
they would admit that he had spoken the 
truth. 

Council was then unanimously elected 
permanent chairman and the body proceed- 
ed to business.

Urges the Necessity of Co-Operating 
for Silver’s Cause.

Lincoln, Neb., September 1.—The Tri-

republicans. 

Thesea@ gatherings, conducted under sepa- 
rate organizaticns, acted in perfect har- 
mony, and when thig rontine work had 
been disposed of the representatives of 
the united parties gave their attention to 
addresses by leading free silver advo- 
cats. 

The nomination of a fusion state ticket 
se-ms ess ured. 

During the morning the democratic state 
certral committee agreed upon C. A. Shal- 
lenberger, of Alma, for temporary chair- 
man; the silver republicans selected F. W. 
Loomis, of Omaha, for the same position, 
,and the populist state central committee 
decided: to leave the election of a tem- 
pcrary chairman to that-convention. 

The three conventions were called to 
order at 2 o’elock this afternoon, the popu- 
lists meeting in the Lansing theater, demo- 
crats in a public hall and the silver re- 
publicans in the Young Men’s Christian 
Association auditorium. Had there been 
@ hall in the city large enough to ac- 
commodate the crowd the three conven- 
tions Wwuuld have been merged into one. 
The democratic convention was probably 
the Must enthusiastic of the three. The 
hall wag filled to its utmost capacity. 

‘Temporary Chairman Soalilenbderger 
made a lengthy speech. He asserted that 
the mission of the demooratiec party is to 


combat the doctrines of protection and the’ 


gold standard. 

in the populist convention Temporary 
Chairman Powers made a short speech, in 
Which he urged harmonious action by the 
aliied parties and counseled a spirit of 
conciliation on the part of the popullsts. 

‘The silver repubiican conveniion exhibited 
very littie spirit in exhausting lung power 
and there were many empty seats thruugh- 
out the hall.

At 4 o’clockK the delegates gathered in the 
Statehouse grounds and listened to a nuni- 
ber of addresses by W. J. Bryan, ex-Con- 
gressman Charles <A. Towne, General 
Weaver and others. Mr. Bryan said in gub- 
stance; 

“The democrats, populists and silver re- 
publicans Were ied (uv co-operate Jast year 
tecause they agreed in Cpinioiu upon tine 
subject Of DiMeLlailisM anu aiso agreed in 
the velier that the money question: Was the 
paraniount issue betore the people, 

“it bimetailism was rignt tinen, itis right 
now. if it Was the paramont i8suve Clecnh, 
it is the paramount issue now. If co-operu- 
tiom Was Wise then, it is wise now. the 
three parties can act together without in- 
jury to their party organization; without 
sacrifice of principles and -witnout harm 
lo each oiner.

The man 
who nere or elsewhere urges his own can- 
didacy to the detriment of the cause Is un- 
worthy of the oftice to which he aspires. 

The Evening Session. 

At the evening session Attorney General 
Smyth, of Douglas county, was chosen 
permanent chairman of the democratic 
convention; W. A. Poynter, of Boone 
county, was chosen by the populists to fill 
the same position, and A. J. Weaver, of 
Richardson, was the selection of the Iree 
silver republicans. Conference committees 
were appointed and immediately set to 
work to form a fusion agree nent. 

At 12:30 a. m. no conciusion had seen 
reached. The democratic conferees were 
uminstructed. The platform adopted by 
that convention indorsed the Chicago 
platform; denounced the proposed retire- 
ment of greenbacks; deplores, the delay in 
settling the Hawaiian question, and e€x- 
tends Sympathy to the striking miners. 

The piattorm is very brief. Ing declara- 
tions of the other comventions contain 
strong free coinage planks. 

During the evening the waits of the 
report of the conference committee were 
filled in by speeches. The three. conven- 
‘ions finally adojurned until midnight to 
await the action of the committee.

The supplemental re- 
port was requested by Governor Atkinson 
in pursuance of a plan arranged by him 
some time ago, and this request has led to 
the discovery of the fact that in the matter 
of convict law reform the governor hag 
said very little, but has been sawing wood 
with an industry worthy of the good cause 
in which he is engaged. 

Some days before Colonel Byrd filed his 
report he called on Governor Atkinson and 
:Old him some of the more important re- 
sulis of his long investigation. The govern- 
or was horrified at the recital, for it was 
ten times worse than he had supposed it 
to be, when he took it upon himself to 
appoint a special commissioner. The fact 
that brutalinies existed in the private 
camps was not of.such moment with the 
governor as the positive information offi- 
cially placed before him that these private 
camps were steadily increasing in numbers 
and in poiitical influence in spite of the 
positive law which forbade tdeir existence. 

The Evil Is Growing. 

The governor had believed that the pre- 
vious report of 'Mr. Wright concerning the 
il.egality of these private camps would have 
had the effect of discouraging the nefarious 
enterprise, both as to the* county officials 
who solid the convicts and as to the private 
who bought them. Colonel 
however, that during tne 
two years which had elapsed since Mr. 
Wright's report was filed, the leasing of 
misdemeanor convicts to private individuals 
had increased to such an extent that at 
the present time nearly half the counties 
in the state are guilty of open and deliber- 
ate violation of the law. 

Governor Atkinson promptly § directed 
Coionel Byrd to make a further investiga- 
tion of the private camps and to report to 
him the counties which disposed of their 
m.isdemeanor convicts in this way, the loca. 
tion of the camps and the names and sen- 
tences of every individual prisoner. Cvoio- 
rel Byrd wrote his preliminary report and 
filed it, and then went to work to carry 
out the governor's additional instructions. 
These instructions in concerned 
the physical treatment of the convicts, for 
the governor held that in the absolute il- 
legality of the leases the fact that murder 
was committed in the private camps was 
simply an aggravation of the main uf- 
fense.

camp in Georgia. It is apparent that the 
governor is working upon a well defined 
plan which he mapped out some weeks ago, 
and that he fears publicity may defeat the 
ends of justice he has in view. 

Judges To Be Calied On. 

There is good reason to believe that this 
plan of the governor's is to invite the co- 
operation of the superior and county court 
judges and of the sclicitors general in a 
scheme to breek up the private camps by 
local action on the part of the courts in all 
the counties ccreerned. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the gcvernor is not collecting 
ll this irformation for fun, and the im- 
rression prevails that it is nis intention 
to divide it up and forward it to the of- 
ficials above named with 1 communication 
setting forth the fact that it has been 
brceught befcre him officially, and that he 
feels it his duty to transmit it to the enly 
officials who are charged with the correc- 
ticn of the evils complained of.

gold in sight. There is every prospect of 
an immense output of gold from this d-s- 
trict next spring. The total output this sea- 
son is. as near as I can judge, about $7,00),- 
000. But very little ground has been worked, 
and the dumps will, like some of the tail- 
‘ings of old California placers, pan out 
|; thousands of dollars when worked with im- 
machinery. The placers are the 
most puzzling and dece'ving I have ever 
‘seen. Imagine a man working on good 
\*-olor’ and finding the ground worih only 
‘a few dollars per day, and then turning 
to a waste of mud and moss with no Sur- 
face indications, and unearthing a bonanza. 
That is the situation here and ali over 
Alaska. The man who comes here to mine 
does so at the expense of hoalth and happi-

Suffering Will Be Fearful. 


“When the long nights come and the glass 
goes down to 65 degrees below zero, there 
will be intense suffering here and | shudder 
to think of the results. 

“Provisions are going, to be very scarce 
and there is little reason to doubt that the 
-entire town will have to go on short ra- 
tions during the winter and that scurvy 
will be rampant. The gold that wilk go 
down the river for San Francisco and 
Seattle will amount to about $2,000,000. 

“There is a lot of gold that will remain 
in camp, for it is used as an equivalent of 
»money and is tegal tender at $17 per ounce. 
\Of the three thousand or four thousand in- 
habitants, only a couple of hundred at the 
‘most have made big strikes. 

“There is plenty of work at from $15 to 
$20 per day and many men have paid $2.50 or 
less for living and saved the balance. 
Reports of other strikes are constantly re- 
‘ceived here and many are authentic, so far 
las Stewart and Polly rivers are concerned, 
but nothing like so rich as the Klondike 
|has been reported. Quite a number of peo- 
\Ple are preparing to leave here for Juneau 
‘in case the steamers cannot get through 
‘with provisions, and the outlook for a good 
‘grub supply is not encouraging. In con- 
clusion, the Alaska and northwest territory 
gold fields will be developed slowly. 

“Ten thousand men may come here, but 
they will be lost in the vast country when 
they spread out to prospect. Not more than 
#0 of them will strike a mine. When they 
do strike pay gravel .their fortunes will be 
made. In years to come, when at the sacri- 
fice of human life and energy, the treasures 
of this great land are located, the wealth 
of the north will be something beyond com- 
prehension.’’

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TEACHERS’ REPORTS ALL IN 


County Commissioners Have Made An- 
nual Reports. 


A DECREASE OF ONE TEACHER 


Interesting Statistics Furnished from 
the Publie Schools of the State. 
The Totals. 


The consolidation of the reports of the 
school commissioners of the various coun- 
ties of the schools, with the exception of 
two that have not been heard from, Nas 
been completed. The consolidation will be 
embodied in the annual report of State 
School Commissioner Glenn when the other 
counties make their report. 

The reports from these counties are very 
encouraging in that they show an increase 
in teachers and pupils and no increase in 
the expense of the schools. 
| During the school year of 189 there were 
7,981 teachers in the state schools, while 
in the year previous there were 7,982. With 
the two counties not heard from, the num- 
ber will be increased in favor of 1896, show- 
ing that there were a great number of 
teachers at work last year. 

In 189 there were 695 normal! trained 
teachers at work in the state schoo's, while 
the present report shows that there were 
9i5 at work last year. 

In 1896 there were 4,731 white schools and 
2,555 colored schools, while in 1855 there 
were 4,650 white schools and 2,603 colored 
schools. This shows a decided increase in 
the number of white schools and a decrease 
in the number of: colored schools. 

The enroliment of pupils for the year 
just past was, white, 228,382; colored, 154,130. 
The enrollment for the year previous Was, 
White, 219,552; colored, 147,38. This shows 
an increase in the enrollment of both the 
whites and colored. 

. The average attendance for 1896 was 202,- 
707, and for 1895, 218,519. This shows that 
@ greater number of pupils entered the 
schools during the past year, but for some 
reason they were not able to continue 
through the term. 

The average cost per pupil for the year 
1896 was $1.08, while for the previous year 
the cost was $1.07, showing that the in- 
crease was very slight. The cost to the 
State last year wag 83 cents, while the year 
previous itewas s2 cents. 

The visits made by the school commis- 
sioners of the counties during 1896 were 
10,422, while in 1896 they made only _ 8,742 
visits. This shows that the ‘county officers 
are paying more attention to the duties 
of their office. 

The number of: schoolhouses in the rural 
districts belonging to the county boards 
is 392, valued at $77,077. The number during 
1895 was 277, valued at $59,157. In 1896 the 
number of schoolhouses not the property 
of the county boards was 4,698, valued at 
$605, 657. 

In the cities the boards own twenty- 
three schools, valued at $27,400. In the cities 
and towns of the state there are 321 schools 
belonging to the cities and towns and val- 
ued at $661,525. 

There was no increase last year in the 
amount paid the county school commis- 
sioners.

The first witness wag Frank oo ots 
watchman of the factory, — was widisiar 
stand vesterday giving his direct ev = 
and today he was turned over to the de 
fense for cross-examination. His testimony 
was in the main unshaken, although the 
defense drew from him the fact that it 
was by no means an unusual thing Ae 
Luetgert to be around the factory at al 
hours of thé night. He said in his direct 
examination that he thought Luetgert was 
acting in a suspicious manner on the night 
of the alleged murder and today said that 
he was in a position from which he could 
have seen everything Luetgert did at the 
vat on the night the murder is said to 
have taken place,*but did not look at him. 

The other witness was Frank Odorofsky, 
an employee of the factory, who placed 
the caustic potash in the vat on tne order 
of Luetgert. He had been working around 
the vats for a long time, but that night 
was the first time that he had ever seen 
any caustic potash in the factory. 

Odorofsky said he broke up the caustic 
potasl and under Luetger:’s directions put 
it in the middle vat. The’ witness then 
told what he saw in the basement on Mon- 
day morning, May 3d. Beside the middle 
vat was a mass of reddish brown stuff 
which had overflowed from the vat and 
had been carwied part of the way toward 
the sewer opening in the floor. The stuff 
had an offensive smell, the witness said, 
and waa sliiiy and greasy. Near the vat 
were three doors which had been taken 
from the smokehouses near by. 


Bones Were in the Vat. 


Two of these doors were smeared with 
the same substance as though they had 
been on top of the vat and the contents 
of the vat had boiled up against the 
doors. He said he took a quantity of the 
stuff on 4 shovel and examined it carefully. 
In it he could gee small pieces of bone 
and what appeared to be particles of 
fiesh. Odorofsky said Luetgert ordered 
him ‘to remove the stuff fiom the floor 
and vat, which he did and the sausage 
maker then told him to take it out into 
the yard and scatter it all over the yard. 

“IT took it out inte the yard,’’ said the 
witness, ‘‘but I did not seatter it around. 
Instead I dumped it in one place and put 
6ome dirt over it.” 

The witness said that after the police 
began their investigations of the case he 
showed them where he had placed the 
material from the vat and they took part 
of it away. Odorofsky said the fuel used 
in the smokehouse furnace was sawdust 
and the furnace was cleaned out on the 
Thursday before the 1st of May. Luetgert 
then directed that a new supply of saw- 
dust be placed in the furnace, and ‘this was 
done, 

When court adjourned for the day Odor- 
ofsky was still on the witness stand and 
his testimony will be concluded tomorrow.

because the judges do not profit in any 
Way by the man-selling business indulged 
in by their court officers. On the contrary, 
the discbedience of the court’s judgment 
as to the disposition of the misdemeanor 
convicts is a serious reflection upon the 
court, and one which no judge would per- 
mit to exist for a moment. The sheriff 
and other county officers who are given 
a convict sentenced to twelve months work 
on the public roads and who sell him in- 
stead to a private contractor, are guilty 
of the worse contempt of court known in 
the law. 
Rights of Convicts. 

Just what action the judges will take 
up9n receiving this communication from 
the governor is a matter of speculation, but 
a high state official said yesterday that 
he’ believed it would result in political 
shake-ups in a number of counties. It ts 
not belisved that the guilty officials will be 
prosecuted, but it is believed that they 
will never have opportunity in future of 
lining their pockets by open violation of 
the law. It is assumed, however, that the 
superior court judges will charge the 
county grand juries at the opening of the 
fall term of court with the gravity of the 
question involved, and that the egrand 
juries will see the necessity of stamping 
out the evil which has blackened the name 
and fame of their county. . 

This not only means that the horrible 
traffic in human life fostered by the pri- 
vate misdemeanor convict camp keeper 
is at an end, but it means that every con- 
vict deprived of his rights by these private 
keepers will be given an opportunity to 
go into the courts and sue for relief for the 
damages done him. There is no doubt of 
the result of such litigation and very 


little doubt that a good deal of such liti- 
gation will be begun in the near future.

Rainfall Was Excessive and Far Above 
Normal.

weather bureau, yesterday, shows some in- 

facts. 

gg ee two inches of water fell in excess 
of the average for the month. The nor- 
mal rainfall for August is 4.64 inches, but 
last month the precipitation was 6.01 inches. 

The next two months are expected to 

exceedingly dry. 

she highest recorded precipitation for 
any August was in 1895, when 8.55 inches 
of rain fell. The lowest ever recorded was 
the following year, which was last year, 
The rainfall was only 1.97. 

This section of the country is still con- 
silerably behind on rainfall. Since Jan- 
uary Ist the deficiency has accumulated to 
the amount of 5.84 inches. This is over a 
month behind for only half the year with 
the dryest months still to come. 

On the whole August would be classed 
as an exceptionally pleasant month. It 
opened with the temperature considerably 
in excess of the normal and closed with 
similar conditions existing. During’ the 
first week and the last four days of the 
month the temperature averaged about 5 
degrees a day above normal, This was 
counterbalanced ty the average during 
the greater part of the month, which was. 
4 degrees a day below normal. 

The mean temperature for the month was 
76 degrees, which is the nineteen-year nhor- 
mal. The highest itemperature recorded 
was 96 degrees on the 28th. This point has 
never been reached on but two other oc- 
casions—1888 and 1896. The temperature 
reached or exceeded 9) degrees on but nine 
days, while on five days the highest was 
several degrees lower than the normal 
for the day. 

The total amount of rainfall for the 
month was 6.01 inches, or 1.45 inches more 
than the August normal. Of the above 
amount 4.60 inches fell on four days—2d, 
10th, 2ist and 30th. A measurable amount 
of rain,fell on but twelve days, and as a 
consequence thermonth would not be con- 
sidered an unusually wet one, as the major 
portion of the total amount fell in the 
form of heavy downpours of short dura- 
tion. 

The most noted feature of the month 
was the severe electrical storm of the 
30th, which was the most severe storm 
of the kind that has visited this section 
for several years. This storm was the 
result of the passage of high barometer 
eastward from the Missouri valley. Dur- 
ing the passage of this high cold upper 
currents were forced outward and down- 
ward upon the stratum of hot and moist 
air which had been drifting over from 
the gulf for several days, destroying its 
equilibrium and causing the violent local 
storm. 

During the month there were four thun- 
der storms, most of which were compara- 
tively mild. The highest velocity was thir- 
ty-six miles per hour from the east dur- 
ing the storm on the 30th.

Our interpretation of his suggestion was 
that a board should be appointed to ma- 
ture a plan, this plan to be presented to 
the legislature for its approval, after 
“which the new system was to be placed 
in charge of the board. 

The legislature passed railway laws 
‘in 1877-78, and appointed a board of 
commission to carry them out. The re- 
‘sult has been so satisfactory that we 
do not think the legislature could go 
wrong by making a similar disposition 
of the peniteitiary problem; that is to 
gay, agree upon some simple and feasi- 
‘ble plan, enact it into a law and then 
place the new system in charge of a 
‘board composed of men in whom the 
people have confidence. 

What has been said refers exclusively 
to the disposition of the felony convicts, 
and relates in no way to the misde- 
meanor convicts, who are at this mo- 
ment the helpless victims cf a bold and 
wholesale violation of the laws of the 
‘state. If promptness is necessary in the 


‘case of the felony convicts, who are | 


leased according to law, and who are 
subjected to small mistreatment that 
is not incidental and essential to their 
discipline, how much more necessary is 
it that there should be swift action with 
respect to the misdemeanor convicts 
who are illegally held, and who are sub- 
jected, with few exceptions, to treatment 
‘which is a disgrace to the state? 

_ There is ample time in which to ar- 
range for the permanent disposition of 
the felony convicts, for whose well-bpe- 
ling the state is responsible, but the 
‘condition of the misdemeanor convicts. 
described and exposed in the report of 
the governor’s special commissioner, 
calls for immediate rescue. The emer- 
gency is of so serious and flagrant a 
‘character that deliberation is not nec- 
‘essary. The laws of the state have been 
‘openly, deliberately and systematically 
‘violated and the authority of the execu- 
'tive office defied. , 

Those who have offended in this mat- 
ter have shown small consideration for 
the governor or for the goo me and 
success of his administration. They 
have, in effect, sought to bring a serious 
reproach upon it. Under the cireum- 
‘stances we do not see why the governor 
should show the smallest consideration 
for those who have profited by a sys- 
tematic violation of the law. We do not 
believe he will; but whatever he pro- 
poses to do should be done at once.

Endowed with peculiar histrionic 
gifts, Mrs. Drew attained by reason of 
her brilliant powers to the very topmost 
round of the dramatic ladder; and yet, 
in spite of the corrupting atmosphere of 
modern stage life, she easily maintained 
throughout her long professional career 
a& reputation for unblemished purity on 
character which successfully rebuked 
the tongue of slander and towered sge- 
renely above reproach. 

Mrs. Drew attained to the ripe old 
age of seventy-six years. For neariy 
half a century she had figured in the 
' public eye and ministered to the harm- 
_ less enjoyment of countless patrons 

‘Sf the drama in both hemispheres. She 
Delonged to the ante-bellum school of 


eatete. which included in its blazing 
galaxy of members such luminaries of 
the stage as Edwin Forrest, 
Wilkes Booth, Edwin Booth, Charlotte 
Cushman, William J: Florence and 
many others whose names are household 
words throughout the land. Of this old 
ante-bellum school of artists Joseph 
Jefferson is almost the sole remaining 
survivor. Other artists have come upon 
the stage and received the, ovations of 
admiring crowds, but in \fidelity to 
pure and simple ideals and in whole- 
some popularity based upon pure art, 
the members of the old = ante-bellum 
school of artists can never be surpassed, 
Had the stage of today more such 
women as the lamented Mrs. John Drew 
the character for purity would be much 
more highly rated.

One of the first and most notable 
appeals of this kind was that made in 
Illinois several years ago, when the 
then ex-Governor John M. Palmer went 
into the campaign as a candidate for the 
senate—the issue to be decided by the 
primaries which selected delegates to 
the state convention. Since that time 
the idea has spread more or less to other 
states, among them notably to Georgia, 
where it had its first fair test in the 
contest for senator between Messrs. 
Crisp and duBignon. The issue was 
taken up by county after county, and the 
people discovered that there was a méth- 
od by which they could have something 
to say in the choice of who should be 
their senator. The result was one highly 
satisfactory and promises to be a prece- 
dent by which future campaigns of the 
sort must be decided. 

In South Carolina, however, the most 
perfect means have been adopted by 


which to make this appeal to the peo- { 


ple. Under the system adopted by the 
people of that state there must be held a 
primary election, before which all can- 
didates for the democratic nomination 
must appear and by the verdict thus ren- 
dered these candidates must abide, 
South Carolina has had two such elec- 
tions within one year, and as stated be- 
fore, without discussing political or local 
issues Which entered into these two cam- 
paigns, the fact remains that, in both 
eases, the people made the best poassi- 
ble choice and demonstrated the fact 
that it is perfectly safe to refer the mat- 
ter of senatorial selection to them, 
whose duty it should be to instruct their 
legislators and thus be represented in 
the United States senate by men repre- 
senting their wishes and feelings. 

There can be no doubt but that this 
system of testing the popular will by 
the selection of candidates for the sen- 
ate will become a fixture and that be- 
fore long every state in the union wil! 
adopt some means or other by which 
the people will be ealled upon to render 
their verdict as to the fitness of can- 
didates.

as long as there are other means left 
by which matters may be brought to a 
conclusion. In this land of frequent leg- 
islative session, where the people have 
a full-and quick appeal to their law- 
makers, it is much safer, much 
more patriotic to allow questions polit- 
ical in their character to take their ap- 
peal to the legislative branch rather 
than to shelter under the shadow of the 
courts.

This denun- 
ciation was but the repetition of what no 
less a man than Thomas Jefferson had 
made but a century before, only that 
now we find ourselves suffering under 
the full force of what to Mr. Jefferson 
was but: a fear for the future. 

No law abiding man should be taught 
to cower in fear when his judge passes 
by, but rather all should be taught that 
there goes a man in whom their rights 
and interests are safe, and at whose 
hands all may expect equal and exact 
justice. 

It will not do to sneer at the protests 
which various bodies make against the 
abuse of the injunction power by courts. 
Our judges would be wise and our lead- 
ing lawyers would be wise if they would 
copsider this matter seriously, with a 
view of discovering other remedies 
rather than those which can be charac- 
terized as tyrannical, and look forward 
to larger matters than mere personal or 
temporary. gain.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Captain Frank D. Aikin, of Brunswick, is 
here. As senior officer of the naval re- 
seryes of his town, Captain Aikin has been 
much interested in the recent discussion 
concerning the report of the officers of the 
Wilmington, and the controversy with the 
Savannah troops. 

In his expressions concerning the present 
belligerent condition, the officer is fairly 


conservative. 
“I believe that an amicable adjustment 


of the whole matter can be mate,” he said. 


“T see no reason why Savannah and Bruns- 
wick should fight each other in a simple 
matter of this kind, and I think the reports 
which have gone out are highly exaggera- 
ted. I do not believe that it is the serious 
intention of the Savannah reserves to get 
hold of the Passaic. The boat properly be- 
longs to us, and it was through the efforts 
of Brunswick that it was secured and tow- 
ed to Georgia waters. As to the report of 
the officers of the Wilmington, we have 
paid very little attention to that—we know 
how ft was inspired, and we care very little 
about it. Our organization of reserves is 
flourishing. We have not been in the least 
affected by this stir, and all the men are 
as enthusiastic as they always were.” 


Here is what a prominent Atlantian, who 
for a number of years was in the convict 
Tease business, has to suggest in regard to 
the present discussion: 

“As it is clear that the present convict 
system is obnoxious to the people of the 
state, and as the time is rapidly approach- 
ing when something must be done—if there 


is to be a change—I desire to add a few 


ideas and suggestions to those already 
brought forward, from the discussion of 
which may be evolved a perfect system or 
at least one more satisfactory than the 
present. 

“The very elaborate plan suggested by 
Mr. Turner, chief keeper of the peniten- 
tiary, meets my hearty approval in its main 
features, and I would only suggest one or 
two changes which I think would put the 
system on a surer basis as to self-support 
and profit. 

“First, I think the great central prison 
should contain at least twelve or fifteen 
thousand acres, in tthe center of which 
should be erected a solid wall capable of 
holding all the convicts should they be 
suddenly thrown wpon the state at any 
time. In this wall should be erected work 
shops of various kinds for the employment 
@f all hands not used at outside work on 
the farm. If a large number are to be 
hired to contractors, their work should be 
done within the walls, either by the day 
or by the piece, as is done in large prisons 
in the north and in the west. This advan- 
tage is obvious, for being at home, they 
could be maintained and guarded at much 
less expense than if forced to follow con- 
tractors around and erect barracks, walls 
and hospitals at so many places in the 
state. If no one was ready te hire them, 
they could be Kept dt work without loss of 
time, and earn as much per day as is pro- 
posed to charge the contractors—0 cents. 

“With that exception, I think Mr. Tur- 
ner’s plan an admirable one. A limited 
number might be sent out to hire, but the 
people, 1 think, are very much opposed to 
anything approximating the old system of 
hiring them out and scattering them about 
over the state. 

“If properly managed, all good hands 
would earn more than 50 cents a day, and 
remain in permanent quarters, prepared by 
the state, where the expense 
would be much less. We should have shops 
for wagons, carts, wheelbarrows, shoe and 
harness, and clothing of various kinds, and 
chair and broom factories, On the outside 
brick and lumber, tanyards, provisions of 
every Kind, not only for the convicts them- 
Selves, ‘but for the lunatic asylum, academy 
for the blind, deaf and dumb asylum, and 
all other charitable institutions supported 
by the state. 

“All articles 
be the same as cash, and we would have 
a certain market for them, and at the 
same time reduce to the minimum conflict 
with free labor. 

“If the land is ‘bought early in the spring 
of 1898 the state would have time to erect 
all the walls, barracks, hospitals, cellhouses 
and officers’ quarters by the time they 
were thrown upon its hands. And with a 
view to the greatest ecoromy in their con- 
struction, the state mjght obtiin from the 
present lessees 200 gcod men for one year 
and, repay them when the lease expires. 

“Thus we could go to work making brick, 
ovuarrying rock, sawing lumber and building 
good substantial quarters from the begin- 
ning. I have no doubt that such ean ar- 
rangement could be made with some of 
the lessee companies.’ 


Colonel Robert R. Hemphill, of Abbeville, 
S. ¢C.. has discovered that the hat ordi- 
rance will place the ladies in serious dan- 
ger. Discussing the question with a friend 
in Atlanta, he has this to say in his letter: 

“The anti-hat law of your city may not 
be the wise movement its friends claim, 
and all your lovely women may be taken 
away from you, for they are fit companions 
for the angels.

It was believed that the strength 
of people lay in their hair, as the story 
of Samson illustrates. Paul merely re- 
peats their warning which he must often 
have heard at the feet of Gamaliel, who 
was at that time prince or president of 
the Sanhedrin, telling womem to have a 
“power (that is, protection) on their heads 
because of the angels.” I Corinthians, xi, 
10—*'For this cause ought the woman to 
have power on her head because of the 
angels.’’’ ”’

WOODFORD IN SAN SEBASTIAN. 


Foreign Minister Today.. 

Washington, September 1.—Mr. Woodford, 
the United States minister to Spain, has 
advised the state department that he will 
leave Paris today for San Sebastian, the 
seat of the Spanish court in summer. 

It is expected that he will be informally 
presented to the Spanish minister for for- 
eign affairs at San Sebastian, and that he 
will be recognized by the Spanish govern- 
ment immediately thereafter to the extent 
of transacting business of an emergency 
character and such as does not involve 
questions of large policy. 

This limitation, of course, will delay for 
a time the execution of such instructions 
from President McKinley as Mr. Woodford 
may have touching the broad question of 
Cuban autonomy and the abatement of 
present conditions in Cuba, but the delay 
will not last long, since as soon as the 
Spanish court returns to Madrid Mr, 
Woodford will be accorded full recognition 
as a minister plenipotentiary and will be in 
position to present his views immediately. 

San Sebastian, September 1.—General 
Stewart L. Woodford, the United States 
minister to Spain, arrived here this after- 
noon. Extra precautions had bcen taken 
by the authorities to prevent any hogtile 
demonstration being mide, but these ap- 
parently were unnecessary, as the behavior 
of ‘the crewds that had gathered to_wit- 
ness the minister’s arrival were perfectiy 
Satisfactory. ;

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Hot and Stormy, 
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MANY HOURS CONSUMED IN WORDS 
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Yesterday's Session of the Board Was 


> 


Morning and ~ Afternoon Senet | 


Brought About Innumerable Dis- 
cussions and Resolutions 
Were Introduced With- 
out Number. 


The session of the county board of roads 
and revenues yesterday was a_ record 
breaker in the history of that body. 

The board was called to order at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning for the purpose 
of fixing the tax rate for 1897 and giving at- 
tention the courthouse deal and the 
regular routine of business. At 12.30 o'clock 
a& recess Was taken for dinner. The board 
reconvened in the afternoon and was in 
session until 5 o'clock. 

Contrary to all expectations, the session 
was one of the stormiest ever held by the 
board. The rupture that has been threat- 
ened for weeks past came during the morn- 
ing session, and it continued until just be- 
fore the hour of adjournment, late in the 
afternoon. Not a single question voted upon 
by the board was carried unanimously, 
and not a resolution was introduced that 
was not met with a substitute. 

But for the courthouse question, perhaps, 
there would not have been the slightest 
friction, but in this one question came dis- 
cussions without limit. 

At 4:39 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
rate of $5.94 on each $1,000 worth of property 
was announced. The levy received all the 
votes of the commissioners with the excep- 
tion of Commissioner Palmer, who voied 
only for that portion of the levy that did 
not relate to the levy made for the court- 
house. 

“I know I am outvoted on every ques- 
tion,”’ exclaimed Commissioner Palmer 
with much feeling, ‘“‘but I am going to 
stick to what I think is right. If I am 
wrong, I weuld like to know, and until I 
am shown that I am in error, I wi.l remain 
of the same opinion as heretofore.” 

It was openly charged that the real oppo- 
sition to the courthouse aeal, when s.fted 
to the bottom, was the desire upon the part 
of individual property owners to have the 
new building carried to the north side. 
This statement was made by Commissioner 
Spalding. Hardiy had the words been 
spoken before Commissioner Palmer made 
warm reply. 

“T am the only member of the board,”’ 
said he, ‘* who has objected to the building 
of the courthouse. I have accord: d to each 
member of this board the same honesty 
of opinion and freedom of thought as I 
have claimed for myself, but I wish to 
say this much, and I will give it all the 
emphasis at my command, that no personal 
reasons’ have influenced me In taking the 
stand. I deny most emphatically that I have 
been influenced by any desire to carry 
the building across the railroad. I have 
never heard of such a desire upon the 
part of anyone, except Mr. Spalding, but 
he may have in his possession facts that 
the board knows not of,”’ 

When the vote was taken all voted for 
the levy of $5.94, except Commissioner Pal- 
mer, who voted only for that portion waica 
did not apply to the courthouse levy. 

‘That portion of the ievy ruis nz $100,00) 
I eonsider illegal and unnecessary,” said 
he.

Spalding Leads Off. 


All questions excepting that relative to 
the tax levy were d.sposed of at the morn- 
ing session of the board. When the after- 
noon session was calied to order by Chair- 
man Adair, Commissioner Sijalding an- 
nounced that he had a resolution which he 
desired to introduce. 

He read the resolution as,follows, giving 
emphasis to those parts lich had met 
with objection from Commissioner Palmer: 

“Whereas, The county of Fulton has been 
compelled for a number ol years past to 


lease a courtroom and offices for the pub- 
lic officials of the criminat court of At- 


lanta; and 

“Whereas, The facilities of the present 
courthouse are inadequate to the needs 
of the courts and pubic officials for the 
efficient and proper discharge of the public 
duties; and 

“Whereas, The increased population and 
business of the county of Fulton d«mands 
that a new courthouse with adequate facli- 
ities for the proper discharge of tre public 
business be erected: and 

“Whereas, It is desirable not to burden 
the tax payers of said county ae 
sufficient funds in one levy to build sai 
courthouse, «it is, therefore, 

“Resolved, That the necessity for the 
erection of a new courthouse in this coun- 

4 now exist. 
cteeeotved further, That this board in 
making the tax levy for the current year 
of 1897 do levy an extra tax suffic.ent to 
raise the sum of $100,005.47, to be used in 
part payment for the building of said new 
courthouse, the cost of which shall not 
exceed the sum of $250,000. 

‘Resolved, further, That any sum that 
may be necessary to complete the payment 
for the building of said new eourthouse 
that may not be fully provided for by the 
proceeds of the sale of property of said 
county in the discretion of said Comm s- 
sioners, shall be raised by an appropriate 
levy to be laid for the current year of 


1898. 
Palmer Makes Warm Reply. 


Commissioner Palmer listened attentive- 
ly to the reading of the resolution. 

Gradually matters had been reaching the 
crisis and it was known that the fight in 
earnest would begin between the board and 
Commissioner Palmer as soon as the rate 
to be levied should include the courthouse 
problem, - 

“J do not think the building of the court- 
house has become sufficiently urgent to 
cause this unwarranted action «f the coun- 
ty commissioners,” said he. “The grand 
jury has recommended a reduction in tax- 
es; the people and the taxpayers want a 


™ 
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| decrease rather than an increase, and as 


county commissioner, who represents the 
people and their money, I object to the 
building of the courthouse. 

“Il do mot believe it is what the people 
| want. The grand jury did not take the 
matter up and—’ 

“The grand jury did not take it up,” in- 
terrupted Commissioner Spalding, ‘*bccause 
the deal had been made. If the grand jury 
had objected, it is true and brave enough 
to have placed upon the deal its «ondemna- 
“tion.” 

Mr. Palmer’s Substitute. 

Commissioner Palmer then introduced the 
following substitute to the resolution of 
Commissioner Spalding: 

“Whereas, There has beem a special and 
extra tax levy for the years 1895 and 1896 
On account of the new jail, and, 

“Whereas, The grand jury has recom- 
mended that the taxes for this year be re- 
duced, and, 

“Whereas, Owing to the present condi- 
tion of the taxpayers of che county, the 
tax rate should be reduced, and, 

“Whereas, The necessity fir bui'dirg a 
new courthouse is mot so great as to bvild 
it all in one year and to make an extra 
tax levy of $100,000 for that purpose, 

“Resolved, That there be no extra levy 
of $100,000 on this account, as the sume 
would be exorbitant and unn2cessary in 
view of the froregoing.’’ 


The North Side Theory Charged. 

What has been intimated for many weeks 
Was yesterday opemly charged ky Commis- 
sioner Jack J. Spalding, who: dciclared 
that the only reason he could sce that 
had caused this prolonged and bitter oppo- 
sition was due to the fact that there are 
some who desire to have the building 
carried to the north side of tne city, so 
that individual property would te bene- 
fited. 

“Whenever an issue arises it should al- 
Ways be squarely met,”’ said Commissoner 
Spalding. ‘This applies caly to the real 


issue, not to a feigned or simulated one. 
In the matter of building the new court- 
house the real issue is shall it be Gone by 
taxing the people for the whole $20),000, or 
by carrying out the existing trade with 
the city, under which only $1°0,000 will be 
raised by taxes. In other weids, shall 
this board levy a tax for $1.5,.00 .lés year 
(1897) and also levy a like tax of $125,000 
next year (1898) to build it, or s).all we 
levy oniy $100,000 for this single year and 
nothing next year? To state. this propo- 
sition to answer it. . Besides, for the 
public convenience, the buildings of the 
city and county should be sxept tcgether. 

“As I believe in meeting real issues 
Squarely, We may as well consicer the 
slight opposition to the well tnrcerstood 
purposes of this board to carry this 
trade with the -city amd build new 
courthouse by a levy of only $100,000. While 
I do mot criticise or impugn the motives 
of any one, it is clearly manifest that 
the only substantial cause th». be 
for opposition to the plan mapped out by 
the board at the time the city trade was 
made is a desire to move the city hall on 
a different side of the railroad and put it 
upon a lot secured from private indiv'duals

or corporations. 

“When we made the trade with the city 
it was plainly stated and publisned in the 
public prints that we would levy a tax 
of $100,000 this year and build the new 
courthouse. I believe all the Jaily papers 
editorially approved of this plan in- 
dorsed our course. I am satisfied that the 
great mass of the not. only lke- 
wise approved it then, but do s'‘ill wish to 
carry it out. 

‘Under the varying forms in which op- 
position has arisen or beem worked up 
against what this board proposes to do in 
the matter, I have failed to tnd a'yv in- 
telligent reason, except the piurnose to 
break up the trade with the city, .n crder 
that the city hall may be moved across 
town. This must be very 1.n)}opu!ar, as 
no one will avow such purpose. LTarties 
desiring, for amy cause, to change the site 
selected for the city hall, under the ar- 
rangement between the county and city, 
certainly have the perfect right to do so, 
but they ought to come up squarely and 
assume the responsibility inereasing 
taxation and for separating the courthouse 
and city hall, and not fight wi'h masked 
batteries. 

‘The clause in the bond for tit'es which 
was objeccted to we will strike out; the 
taxes will not be raised by tlis board 
above what they were last yea.; no sane 
man can hope to build a suiiable court- 
house with a levy of less than §.(0,000— 
we can never hope for I ( pposition 
than at present, and we snould 11: ve for- 
ward on the line already mapped out.” 

Palmer Returns the Fire. 

“Are you through, Mr. Spalding?’ asked 
Commissioner Palmer. 

“IT think I have made it quite plain,” said 
Mr. Spalding. 

“Well, I am giad you stated that you do 

not impugn anybody's motives. I would 
like to tell you that I am not influenced by 
any desire to see the building go up on 
the north side. I want to see a good city 
hall and a courthouse in a joint building. 
I hate to see the new building etuck out 
in this rear lot, and I am against the 
measure altogether. 
* "There is no reason why the comrmis- 
sioners should burden the people now. I 
see no cause why the building should be 
‘erected in 1898 more than any other year. 
You are determined to do this in face of 
the fact that the grand jury has asked 
for low taxes; in face of the wishes of 
many persons and in face of the fact that 
the tax returns show a vast falling off. 
The city attorney has declared the deal il- 
legal, and the notes worthless, and I am 
not going to be a party to the deal.” 

There was warmth and animated nassion 
in the commissioner's reply to the remarks 


of Commissioner Spalding. 
Commissioner Rosser explained that it 


was illegal for the county to raise $50,000 
a vear, as had been suggested. He said the 
proper course to be pursued was the one 
that was being carried out. 

Chairman Adair showed that the » resent 
courthouse was inadequate, and that in- 
valuable records were exposed every hour 


to fire and loss. 
Commissioner Brown declared that the

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COUNTY IS HOT 
_ APTER DEPAULTERS 


Thousands of Dollars Never Reach the 
Tax Books. 


COMPLETE LIST TO BE MADE 


Employment of an Expert Caused Red- 
hot Discussion. 


PALMER OBJECTED 10 THE EXTRA EXPENSE 


It Was Brought Out That Many Prop- 
erty Owners Have Not Paid 
Taxes in Many Years. 


The county commissioners are after the 
tax payers who have defaulted in making 
returns for 1897 and active steps were talien 
yesterday morning at the session of the 
board to secure a complete lst of the de- 
faulters and collect up all back taxes. 

With this in view, Commissioner Spald- 
ing introduced a resolution at yesterday’s 
session authorizing the employing of an ex- 
pert who is to make out a list of defaulters. 

After the adjournment Mr. Thomas J. 
Malone, who for eighteen years was in the 
city tax assessor’s office, Was appointed as 
the expert to do the duties outlined in the 
resolution. 

“In introducing this resolution,’ said 
Commissioner Spalding, “Il desire to say 
that the county is suffering from the loss 
of a large amount of taxes to which it is 
most assuredly entitied. 1 have been in- 
formed there are,many who do. not pay cne 
cent to the state and county. There is one 
man in Atlanta who owns more than $50,100 
worth of real estate who is not on any 
digest, and there is no record anywhere 
that snows he has paid anything at any 
time to anybody. As surprising and as 
startling as this statement may be, it is 
none tne less true. 

“Now, I have drawn up this resolution 
authorizing the employment of some ex- 
pert at a cost not to exceed $75 per month, 
the contract to terminate at any time the 
board desires, whose duty it shall be to 
make up the list of defaulters and bring 
the list before the county board.” 

Commissioner Palmer said he objected to 
the employment of anybody at any salary. 

“Whose duty is it, if not the tax collec- 
tors and the tax assessors?” asked Co.n- 
missioner Palmer. His view was supported 
by Commissioner Rosser. 

“You ask whose duty it is,” answered 
Commissioner Spalding. “If you will 
amine this list furnished by Tax Receiver 
Armistead you will see that it really 
amounts to nothing. There are 129 names on 
the list, ten of which are bank presidents, 
and the remainder are church parsonages, 
churches and charitable institutions. That 
is the list here before us and is far from 
the one we wish.”’ 

Commissioner Palmer thought there 
should be no expense attached to the get- 
ting up of the list. 

Tax Coilector Stewart stated for the 
board’s information that he collected last 
year on $600,000 which was not returned. 

“TIT found one party who had not given 
in taxes on a large piece of property for 
sixteen years,’ said he. 

‘“Tt’s a nice thing to talk about economy,” 
said Commissioner Spalding, ‘‘and let 


the report go out that you are 
en economist, but here by the expenditure 
of a small amount we can get in a vast 
sum of money.” 

“IT don’t Know if we have the legal au- 


thority to employ a man to dec this,’’ was 
Cummissioner Palmer’s reply. “‘When Mr. 
Stewart wanted the county to pay for 
stamps you said we had no authority.” 

“Tt’'s childish and simple to say we 
haven’t the authority to collect our taxes 
by outside help if it is seen the present 
machinery doesn’t answer the purpose,”’ 
said Commissioner Brown. ‘For one, I am 
willing to go ahead and pay the expert to 
get in these defaulters.” 

“As a business man,” 
Adair, ‘‘and as a business 
will at all. times spend my money, the 
county’s money and anybody's money 
when I know it will return twenty t:mes 
the amount invested.” 

The discussion grew warm. 
sioner Palmer stood pit for economy. 
Judge Rosser thought county cfficials 
should do the extra work and the other 
three commissioners declared the resolu- 
tion before the body was the proper and 
logical solution of the matter. 

‘IT move as a substitute,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Palmer, ‘‘that the matter go to the 
county attorney.”’ 

The substitute was lost when the vote 
was called by three to two, Conmissioners 
Palmer and Rosser voting for it. 

The original resolution offered by Com- 
miss‘cner Spalding was carried, Commis- 
sioners Palmer and Rosser voting agains* 
it. 

The commissioners in favor of the reseo- 
lution declare that more than $1,000,000 is 
due in texable property which has never 
appeared on the books. They are hot af- 
ter the defaulters and a complete Hst will 
be made at once.

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BOARD RATIFIES 


COUNCIL'S ACTION 


New Bond for Title Will Be Given the 
City by the County. 


OLD CLAUSE WAS STRICKEN 


City Can Use the Building for Any Pur- 
pose Desired. 


BOARD HELD A VERY BUSY SESSION 


Carriage Bill Made by Past Grand Jury 
Was Yesterdey Ordered Paid 
by the Board. 


The action of council in striking out the 
qualifying clausa in the bond for title from 
the county to tho city tn regard to the 
courthouse deal was yesterday ratified by 
the county commissioners at the morning 


session of the board. 

Chairman Adair announced that he held 
in his hand a resolution looking to the 
ratification of council’s action. He read 
the resolution ag follows, first reading the 
resolution adopted by council making the 
provision: 

“Ordered, That a certified copy of the 
resolutions by the city council of Atlanta 
approved August 20, 1897, touching the 
modification of the trade between the city 
and county for the lot on which the 
courthouse now stands, be spread upon the 
minutes of this board. 

Ordered further, That this board hereby 
agrees to the said modifications asked for 
therein by the city of Atlanta. 

“Ordered further, That the county at- 
torney accordingly prepare a proper bon 
for titles setting forth the trade and agree- 
ment between the city and county as here- 
by modified, and that the chairman of this 
board do execute the same in the name 
of and fou the county of Fulton, and when 
so executed that it be delivered to the 
mayor of the city of Atlanta in heu of the 
present bond, and that a duplicate thereof 
be spread upon the minutes of this board. 

“Ordered further, That when said bond 
for titles ig so executed and dclivered 
that the present bond for titles be taken 
up and canceled by the chairman of this 
board and filed with the county papers.” 

‘‘At the last session of this boarmd,”’ said 
Commissioner Palmer, ‘‘a resolution was 
adopted deciaring that this agreement 
should be reached in a conference to be 
held between the building: committea of 
the board and the mayor and general 
council. That conferenca haat not been 
held and I believe in doing what we say. 
I have a substitute here providing that the 
meeting be had and the conference held as 
the minute books show.” } 

‘That conference was held at an infor- 
mal meeting,’ said Chairman Adair. 

“IT was not .present,’’ replied Comnunis- 
Sioner Palmer. “I am a member of the 
building committea and would havea been 
present if I had been notified of the meet- 
ing of the committee.”’ 

Commissioner Palmer's substitute was 
lost, he alone voting for it. The original 
resolution wags carried with a vote of four 
to one, he alone voting against it. 

Grand Jury’s Carriage Bill Paid. 

The carriaga hire of the last grand jury 
which caused the unfavorable criticism of 
the commissioners and whieh was refused 
payment, was yesterday ordered paid. 

This bill was made by the.members of 
the late gmnd jury who visited the var'- 
ous departinents of the county. The bill 
amounted to $80 and when it was presented 
the bourd the commissioners declared that 
they would not pay ft until the matter 
was investigated and an opinion was had 
from the county attorney. 

The bill will be paid, however, at ‘the 
next session of the board. The bill of $17, 
which the grand jury charged for lunches, 
is still being investigated by the finance 
committee of the board and has not yet 
been ordered paid. 

His Claim Defeated Him. 

When District Road Commissioner Col- 
ling resigned several days ago there were 
several applicants who announced for the 
yacancy. 

Yesterday his successor was selected by 
the board. There were only two candidates 
who were voted for. One was Dr. A. B. 
Patterson and the other Mr. R. B. Sea- 
grave. Mr. Seagrave was elected. 

Just before the election was entered 
to Dwr. Patterson presented a claim of 
damages of $4.75 against the county. He 
said his horse fell through a bridge, break- 
ing the shaft of his buggy. 

His opponent, Seagrave, was elected be- 
cause the majority of the beard would 
not vote for Dr. Patterson on account of 
the claim for damages he had filed. 

Many minor matters and the usual rou- 
tine was disposed of before the adjourn- 
ment of the morning session.

MAY MOVE WEATHER BUREAU 


Big Buildings Shut Off Wind from the 
Instruments. 


NEED A wxZXiGHER STATION 


Grant Building Will Stop Wind on 
Eastern Side—Austell Building 
Effects Bureau. 


The officials of the Atlanta weather bu- 
reau will soon be confronted with a puz- 
zling situation. which may result in the 
removal of the bureau to some other por- 
tion of the city. 

The pretty little station on top of the 
government building will soon be surround- 
ed by towering buildings several stories 
higher than the custom house. and then 
Mr. Marbury. the efficient forecast official, 
will have to devise some plan to raise the 
wind. 

In a few months the Grant building will 
stand ten stories high on one side of the 
weather hureau, and the Austell building 
already rears its roof to that height on an- 
other side. se two buildings will cut 
off the wind entirely from the eastern and 
southern sides. 

The weather stations to do good service 
must have its tnstruments higher than any 
surrounding buildings and there must be 
nothing thet can hinder the normal cireu- 
lation of the air or wind. There must also 
be no artificial heat*or cold and the temper- 
ature in which the instruments are placed 
must be in the most natural state. 

The erection of the big buildings around 
the custom house will be very embarrass- 
ing to the government. It will necessitate

the establishment of a new weather bureau 
on top of some of the tall buildings or else 
the present custom house will have to be 
built higher. 

The new Grant building, which has just 
been started, will be almost certain to 
force the weather officials from their pres- 
ent location. The building will shut off 
the wind from the wind instruments. The 
wind cups on top of the postoffice will be 
calmed when the wind is from the east. 
This will make them of absolutely no ser- 
vice, 

The removal of the weather bureau would 
involve a large amount of work and ex- 
pense. It costs a ereat deal to nut in the 
instruments used in making weather ob- 
servations and there would be so much to 
move that it would require a great amount 


-of labor. 


In Other cities the weather Dureaus are 
generally on the highest buildings and have 
nothing to obstruct views or air circula- 
tion. In Nashville the bureau is on top of 
the chamber of commerce building, which 
is the tallest in the city.

HE WAS IN COMPANY’S EMPLOY 


Charged He Sold Eight Mules anil 
Skipped Last Tuesday. 


HE I$ WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Officers in Several Cities Nocified To 
Look Out for and Arrest the 
Missing Man. 


Oscar D. Carhart, who ts known in At- 
lanta as the only. rival Chief Joyner ever 
had, and whos. wagon ran. side by side 
with the fire chief’s whenever the fire boll 
rang, is badly wanted by the detectives. 

The past year he has been employed by 
the Southern Bell Telephone Company, ani 
been in charge of the workmen who 
were putting up the wires between Albany 
and Thomasville, Ga. Word was rece ved 
here Tucsday by Mr. W. T. Gentry that 
Carhart had sold the eight mules belonging 
to the company and haa skipped.

lon English is in Fulton county jail. The 
few days that he has been a prisoner has 


begun to tell on him. The men in the jail 
Lieve frequently approached: him, but he 
only answers their questions and never 


asks any. An effort was made to get Eng- 
lish to make a statement of the Killing. ‘I 
have nothing to say, vet: it will be stated 
at the trial,’’ was the reply. 

“IT never struck old man Brown from the 
rear,” said English, ‘‘and I did not follow 
rim down the road. I hit him from the 
front, while he Was advancing on me With 
his open krife. I backed as far down the 
read as [ could, and never stopped until 
my back was against an .mbankment. 

“Old man Brown was coming on one side 
with his open Knife and nis son was coming 


on the other. I told him to stop, and he 
kept coming, and | had to hit him to save 
myself. I used the side of the pick, and not 
the point. If I had wanted to kill him, I 
covid have driven the point throygh his 
head, but I only wanted to knock him 
down to save myself, as he was close on 
me. 

“AS soon as I hit Mr. Brown I expected 
his son would stab me in the side, bui I 


looked around and saw that he and Thom- 
son were fignating. They soon were sep- 
arated and I walked home. I remained 
around the house several days ard did not 
try to leave If anybody had come for me 


I would certainly have been there to 
give. up. 
“My brother came out and said that it 


would be best to give myseif up, and we 


came into Atlanta together, We came di- 
rect to the jail. | am sorry that old man 
Brown died, but it does not place me in 


any worse position than I was 
what I did was in self-defense. 

When asked about the previous trouble 
there was between old man Brown and his 
brother-in-law, he would not answer. “| 
don't care to talk of that,”’ he said. From 
what has been told by the friends ef the 
dead man. Thomson, the brother-in-iaw of 
English, had found a pistol that had been 
lost on the Pace'’s Ferry road by. a young 
man living in the city. 

The loss was reported to Brown, and he 
was given $% by the owner of the pistol to 
offer as a reward to the one who found it. 
Brown says that Thomson passed along 
just after the man who lost the pistol «lid, 
and that he asked him about it. Accord- 
ing to the statement made by Brown at 
the time, he denied finding it at first, but 
finally acknowledged it, saying he had soid 
it to a tailor in Atlanta.

DR. WHITE BEFORE 
NORMAL SCHOOL 


He Addressed the Teachers of Atlanta 
Yesterday Morning. 


MADE THEM A SPLENDID TALK 


Gave the Teachers Sound Advice and 
Told Them How To Teach. 


WAS INTRODUCED BY JUDGE VAN EPPS 


Large Number of Visitors Were Pres- 
ent—Normal Class Is More Suc- 
cessful Than Ever Before. 


The meeting of the Normal! school yester- 
day morning was one of the most inter- 
esting sersions trat has ever been held, 
All the teachers were present and there 
was a large crowd of visitors. 

The normal school this year has, taken 
altoge‘her, been better than ever before 
and the teachers have made more progress 
in their work. They also displayed a great 
amount of interest in the questions before 
them and have given their whole time and 
attention to the sucecss of the school. 

The feature. of the meeting yesterday 
morning was the address of Dr. Henry C 
White, who had been especially invited to 
make an nddress to the normal class. 

Superintendent Slatcn introduced Judge 
Van Epps, president of the board of edu- 
cation, who in his- turn introduced Dr. 
White. The speeches of introduction were 
of a very complimentary nature, 

After referring to his gratification 
meeting the teachers of Atlanta and pay- 
ing a high compliment to the character of 
education given’ in the Atlanta schools, 
as shown by the high standing of their pu- 


at 


pils in the university, Dr. White said, in 
part, as follows: 
“Methods of education can only judoli- 


ciously be determined upon after we have 
arrived at a clear conception of the pur- 
poses of education; educational processes 
must conform to educational ideas, The 
prime ideal set for education, so far as its 
intellectual side is conceived, is the de- 
velopment of thought ;power. Thought 
power comes through the acquisition of 
information, knowledge and understand 
ing. The three are distinct. Information 
is the Knowing about things; knowledge is 
the knowing things: understanding is the 
eoraprehension of the relations and purposes 
of things. Yet they are intimately related. 
Knowledge is based upon information: un- 
derstanding is based upon knowledge. Who 
has informafion alone is a child: who has 
information and knowledge is a scholar: 
who has information, knowledge and un- 
derstanding has wisdom. Information must 
be thorough; understanding must be clear. 
It is not possible for the individual to :c- 
quire the whole of information, complete- 
ness of Knowledge or perfection of under- 
standing. Nor is it possible for a genera- 
tion. The accepted truth of today becomes 
the acknowledged error of the morrow. 
The purpose of the school, the function of 
the teacher is not to give the child infor- 
mation, knowledge and understanding, but 
to teach him now to acquire these.”’ 

It was then shown that correct informa- 
tion was acquired by accurate observa- 
tion and clear discrimination; sound knowl- 
edge by continuous appliceation—attention— 


and concentration of thought, and clear 
understanding by the application of rea- 
son to knowledge, both processes of rea- 


soning—induction and deduction—being em- 
ployed. The bulk of the address was de- 
voted to exhibiting in detail the suitabil- 
itv of nature—study to these three pro- 
cesses of education and fo certain advan- 
tages which nature-study possesses over 
other kinds of study. 

The argument was clear aid convincing. 
“Were I pleading the cause of nature-study 
from other than the purely intellectual 
standpoint, I think I might easily show it 
to be eontributory to right living, no less 
than to right thinking. In the development 
of those qualities which go to make what 
is called ‘culture,’ science is oftentimes con- 
sidered to have po place, the ‘humanities’ 
being chief agents in the process. Some 
even go so far as to hold with a recent 
writer of great brillliancy but small sympa- 
thies, in denying participation to science in 
the higher mission of learning, lest the 
perfume of the Attic violet be stifled by 
the stench of the chemist’s crucible. Its 
ehief modern apostle, defining ‘culture’ 
to be the ‘study of perfection’ and its chief, 
characteristic the endowment of its pos- 
sessors with the qualities of ‘sweetness and 
light,’ holds that the mode of acquiring it 
is through acquaintance with ‘the best that 
has been thougnot and said in the world.’ 
Now a mueh greater than Matthew Arnold 
anfedates him by many centuries in this 
same conception of culture and its charac- 
teristics, but the great teacher, proclaiming 
of the possessors of his ideal of perfection, 
‘Ye are the salt of the earth; ye are the 
light of the world,’ bade His disciples con- 
sider this same ‘sal® of the earth’ and the 
physical candle which might not be hid un- 
der a ..bushel as typifying the ‘sweetness 
and light’ which He sought to enjoin by 
His divine instruction, thus drawing from 
objects of nature rather than from expres- 


sions of men the pedagogic material for 
culture training. 
‘‘In eathical development, moreover, the 


scientific mode of thinking and the scientific 
habit of thought find abundant application. 
Accuracy is honesty, correctness of infor- 
mation in spiritual things, through econ- 
sciousness of its-limitations, leads to faith: 
thoroughness in knowledge soon reaching 
the bar which separates the unknown from 
the known, engenders hope, and clear un- 
derstanding of the purposes of the moral 
law deveiops love, and so there cometh to 
alvide these three—faith, hope and charity, 
and the greatest of them is love. To those 
who were to be concerned in science teach- 
ing it was recommended, first, that they 
should be genuine students of nature, with- 
wut necessarily being specialists; secondly, 
that information anu Knowledge in nature- 
study should be acquired at just 
that is, by tne ‘laboratory method,’ and 
thirdly, that the teachers should not un- 
dertake to do too much, should not try to 
exhaust the study of all branches of sci- 
ence in the schools, but to teach only a 
little and teach it thoroughly and well.”

NEW COUNTY RATE 
IS NOT CHANGED 


Continued from Fifth Page. 


regular May meeting, and during this time 
the proposed trade was heartily indorsed 
by the tax payers, and all of the newspa- 
pers published strong editorials urging the 
commissioners to grasp this opportunity to 
enable the city to secure 2 permanent home 
at a reasonable price, stop her large rent 
account and locate these two buildings in 
close proximity, and at the same time 
enable the county by adding to the money 
to be obtained from the city to erect a 
new courthouse without the necessity of 
levying an increased tax to pay for the 
entire amount, and to save the county the 
expense of paying the large rent aecount 
for the building in which the city criminal 
court is held. 

“This proposition was conditional upon 
possession being given to the city on Janu- 
ary 1, 1899. And the only way to comply 
with this was to build a new courthouse, 
and the only way to erect a new building 
was to raise the money to pay this differ- 
ence. These propositions were as plain at 
that time as they are now, and the commis- 
sioners, believing that they were carrying 
out the wishes of the people, and that the 
trade was a good one, accepted the city’s 
proposition. 

“About this time the statement was made 
that the state tax rate would be raised, 
and the commissioners at once carefully 
estimated our next year’s requirements and 
authorized the announcement through the 
press that the county rate would not be 
raised if the city frade was allowed to 
stand. 

“Recently several good citizens have bde- 
come suddenly alarmed and have insisted 
that the county tax rate would be raised, 
and have earnestly urged that it be allowed 
to remain the same as last year. 

‘In order to allay their fears, I repeated 
in an interview on yesterday the assertion 
that the rate would not be raised, and I 
now take pleasure in presenting for your 
consideration and approval a tevy which 
will provide the necessary amounts for each 
department and enable us to proceed with 
the new courthouse and at the same time 
meet the views of all parties.” 

Rate of $5.94 Adopted. | 

Chairman Adair then announced that the 
following levy had been prepared, which 
had been given the approval! of the county 
attorney. The resolution was then read 
gnd carried, Palmer voting against that 
portion relative to the courthouse trade. 

“It is ordered that there be collected by 
the tax collector fur Fulton county, or his 
successor in office, the following tax for 
county purposes for the fiseal year 1897, to- 
wepo build and repair public buildings and 
bridges, 23.5 cents, being $115,769.87, of which 
20.3 cents, being $100,005.47, is an extra tax 
to be used in building a new courthouse, 
the necessity for which new courthouse has 
arisen, and the remaining 3.2 cents, being 
$15,764.40, being levied to build and repair 
public buildings and bridges; to maintain 
and support prisoners, 21.4 «ents, being 
$105,424.48: to pay jurors and expenses of 
court, 11.8 cents, of which 5 cents, being 
$24,631 .88, is to pay jurors, and 6.8 cents, be- 
ing $33,499.37, is to pay the expenses of 
court: for coroner, .4 cents,. being $1,970.45; 
for litigation, .1 cents, being $92.63: for 
quarantine, .1 cent, being $492.63; for roads, 
4 cents, being $1,970.55: for support of pau- 
pers, 1.7 cents, being $8,374.84; making a to- 
tal of 59.4 cents levied for the year 15897, as 
provided by law.” 

The substitute of Commissioner Palmer 
was lost by a vote of four to one, he being 
the only one voting for its adoption.

With Its Friendly Nation of Spain in 
Regard to Cuba. 


SHOULD PREVENT FORMING OF EXPEDITIONS 


That Is Within Its Territory, but Can- 
not Interfere Outside of Its 
Harbors. 


Washington, September 1.—The report of 
Attorney Calderon Carlisle, of this city, the 
legal adviser of the Spanish government 
In this country, to Senor Dupuy DeLome, 
the Spanish minister, on the subject of 
the Cuban question in this country with 
reference to filibustering expeditions, was 
made public today. It is an exhaustive doc- 
ument of over 600 printed pages and 
abounds in copious extracts from judicial 
cPinions and documents of various kinds 
bearing upon the relations of the United 
States with Spain as regards to the Cuban 
insurrection. Special reference is made to 
the laws of the United States and proceed- 
ings thereunder to prevent expeditions 
against the lawful govern.nent of Spain in 
Cuba leaving the United States. This is 
the second report on ‘this line by Mr. Car- 
liste, the former one having reviewed the 
altitude of this govermment toward all na- 
tions on the subject of neutrality. The 
present report deals particularly with the 
municipal. laws of the United States and 
their construction by the courts, as fur- 
nishing the means at the command of the 
€oOvernment to fulfill what is termed the 
international duty of the United States, 
“admitted in principles, at least, by the 
proclamation of the president.’’ It says 
that while the practical results of the su- 
breme court decision in the Three Friends 
ease have not been as immediate as might 
have well been expected, it has been of tar- 
reaching importance, the ultimate conse- 
quences of which are yet to be seen. In 
sullming up tSe conciusions of the investi- 
éation which Mr. Carlisle has been en- 
&4ged in, the report says, 

aa continued study ol the neutrality laws 
Ol the Uniteu States, and their appieation 
ty tne eXisiing eMergeucy convinces the 
UndersigNeu [nat in spite or the Vuarigus 
failures Of Justices which nave occurred, the 
laws are sumMcient in themselves wo. enabie 
the United states to come up tO the 1uij 
measure Of international duty whiecn they 
required of Great Britain. “ihe ivslowing 
Coneciusions are reached: 

“1, That the United States now owes to 
Spain ali the international duties which one 
friendly nation Owes to another in time of 
peace, and can owe no international duty 
to the insurgents. 

“2. That by admitting officially and pro- 
claiming to its citizens and inhabitants 
knowleuge of the existence of the insur- 
rection in Cuba, the United States admits 
knowledge of a fact which increases its 
duty of vigilance in detecting and diligence 
in preventing the beginning or setting on 
foot or providing or preparing the means 
for military expeditions or enterprises by 
United States citizens or inhabitants within 
lis territory against Spanish territory. 

‘3. That as to mere commerce Spain: can, 
under present conditions, claim no rights 
under the law of nations to interfere with 
it outside her harbors, which fact, how- 
ever, does not lessen it nor increase the ob- 
ligation of the United States to prevent 
military expeditions and enterprises against 
Spain from being begun or set on foot, or 
the means for such being provided and pre- 
pared within the territory of the United 
States by organized and authorized agents 
of the insurgents under the false and fraud- 
ulent pretense of mere peaceful and law- 
ful commerce. 

“4. That even adm&ting in the present 
state of the law that c!tizens of the United 
States may sell arms and munitions of war 
to anybody wishing to buy them'and able 
to pay for them, and that the organized 
and authorized agents of the Cuban insur- 
gents within the United States may thus 
obtain large quantities of arms and muni- 
tions of war to aid the insurrection, the 
commercial transaction must end here, be- 
cause {It is impossible. in fact and in law, 
by mere commerce. for the insurgents’ 
emissaries in the United States to get these 
arms and munitions to the insurgents in 
the field for whom they are purchased, but 
in order to accomplish this a military expe- 
dition or enterprise. must be begun or set 
on foot. or the means must be prenared and 
provided by the insurgents or thelr agents 
within the territory of the United States. 

“Ss That the municipal laws:;which in

Buyers were evidently 
possessed by a fever of speculation, and 
the difficulty of moving the prices of most 
of the leading railroad shares }ed to these 
securities being comparatively neglected. 
Stocks concerning which some tavorable 
prospect was reported, but without Cefinite 
details and not backed by authority, were 
chosen as the favorite for speculation. The 


sensation of the day was the jump in Oma- 


ha, this stock touching &2% in the final 
transaction The extreme rise was 10% 
points, and the net gain a point less. The 
stock was not exempt from the depression 
which weighed on the Grangers, and, in 
fast, on most of the railway list, during 
the early part of the day, and {it sold down 
1, per cent from last night’s close.

Councilman Lumpkin Has a Red Hot 
Resolution for Council.

Wants Salaries of All Chartered Of- 
ficials Greatly Reduced. 


SAYS PAYROLLS ARE OUT OF PROPORTION 


Anderson, Goldsmith, Clayton and 
Pendleton Are His Intended 
Victims. 


Eldred S. Lumpkin, the ‘warm mem- 
ber” of city council, will explode a bomb 
fathers meet in regular ses- 
sion next Monday afternoon. 

This official has been busily loading his 
Official gun with red-hot can’ster for the 
last few days, and is now taking aim at 
some of the most prominent officers in the 
municipal government. 

There is no contemplation of complete 
decapitation, but a dose of official medicine 
that will go exceedingly hard with the 
victims. Lumpkin Wants to cut the sala- 
ries of all the chartered officers; he thinks 
they are earning entirely too much for 
the work they do; that their income is out 
with that of the other city 
officials whose duties, he says, are equally 
as onerous. 

Mr. Lumpkin will attempt to have the 
salary of the city comptroller reluced 
from $3,000 per annum to $2,000; that of the 
city attorney from $3,000 to $2,000; that of 
the assistant city attorney from $2,400 to 
$1,800; and that of the city engineer from 
$3,000 to $2,000. 

Mr. Lumpkin proposes to save the city 
exactly $3,600 a year by this. means. He 
has framed a resolution which he will 
introduce in council next Monday mak- 
ing the committee on ordinances and leg- 
islation frame a bill to be presented to 
the next legislature reducing the salaries 
of the different officials to the above fig- 
ures. 

Will Cause a Great Howl. 

That the pathway of the above measure 
will not be strewn with roses there is 
little doubt. It will take a good deal 
of engineering to convince council that 
the ordinance should pass. Mr. Lumpkin, 
is nervy. He thinks the measure 
and will exert every effort to 
has strong backing, 
is one of the most influential 
it is thought there are 
good chances for passage. This, however, 
is decidedly speculative. The mayor dves 
not seem to be dispecsed to fuvor the 
ordinance, and the officials mostly inter- 
ested will wage a’deadly war against the 
same. The fight gives promise of being a 
lively one. 

The full text of the resolution is as fol- 
lows: 

‘Resolved, by.the mayor and general 
council, That the salaries of the churtered 
Officers ake out of proportion with the 
other salaries paid,.by the city, and #nould 
be readjusted; and to that end the com- 
mittee On ordinances and legislation is 
hereby requested to frame a bill to be pre- 
sented to the next legislature making the 
Salary of the city comptroller $2,060; city 
attorney, $2,000; agsistant city attorney, 
$1,800; City engineer, $2,000, same to take 
effect at the end of the present terms.” 

Mr. Lumpkin realizes he is going tu have 
the fight of his life in the passage of 
this resolution. He is a man of his con- 
victions, however, and when he thinks a 
thing is right he will fight for it to the 
last. He has given this matter much 
thought, and has concluded that if it 
was right to cut the salaries of the other 
Officials last spring, it is nothing but right 
to cut the balance now. 

What Mr. Lumpkin Says. 

“Tam going to introduce that resolution 
in council next Monday,” said Mr. Lump- 
kin yesterday afternoon, ‘‘and exert every 
effort to have it passed. I believe it is 
right—nothing but justice to the other city 
officiais. I admit this is rather a round- 
about way to accomplish tilis end, but 
it is practicable, and I think council will 
finally see it in this light. 

“I do not believe in the principle of 
cutting the slender wages of the officials 
who do the real work and allow those who 
are more able to stand a cut and who 
do less work to get all the money. It is 
unjust to cut the firemen, policemen and 
teachers and let the big officials 
escape. If you cut at all, cut all. The rea- 
son given for the escape of Anderson, 
Goldsmith, Westmoreland and Clayton last 
spring was because they are chartered of- 
ficers. I say if this is the case, change 
the charter, and cut them as the others 
have been ‘cut. 

‘The salaries drawn by these men are 
too much anyway. it is more than they 
are worth. Take Judg2 Anderson. He 
gets $3,000 a year—more than the governor 
of Georgia, more than the mayor of the 
city. He has his law practice besides, 
which is one of the most lucrative in the 
city. There is positively no use paying 
him that much if it be necessary to cut 
the poor school teacher, who is only get- 
ting $40 a month. There are non-chartered 
officers in this city who ought to be cut 


aiso. The mayor's salary, I think, is- right; 
he deserves every cent of it.’ 


Mayor Does Not Favor Resolution. 

Mr. Lumpkin’s resolution will probably 
be vetoed if it ever gets into the clutch 
of Mayor Collier. 

“In the first place,” said the mayor, yes- 
terday afternoon, “I think Mr. Lumpkin 1s 
wrong in his method of securing a reduc- 
tion in salaries. True, the men he men- 
tioned are chartered officers, but their 
salaries are fixed by the council, not by the 
State. It is entirely within the power of 
the council to reduce the same if the mem- 
bers see fit. In fact, these salaries wiil be 
fixed by the council this fall. 

“Moreover, I do not thirk the galaries 
of these men should be reduced. They 
certainly earn every cent of what they are 
paid. Take the comptroller, for instance: 
that position requires a man of great exec- 
utive abillty, and the shouldering of im- 
mense responsibility. It is the same with 
the others... They are competent men and 
I think should be paid good salaries.”
